New Delhi, the 3rd March, 2005 

No. 200 1 2/ 10/2003-BCC. —Whereas the Government of Indi n had considered it expedient to provide reservation in 
civil posts and sendees under the State for Economically Backward Classes (EBCs) not covered by the existing reservation 
policy. 

2. And whereas the Government of India also consider it proper to elicit the views of State Govemments/UTs and 
other Commissions on the subject; 

3. And whereas a detailed examination would berequired to determine thebasis for identification of Economically 
Backward Classes and suggest the measures and quantum of reservation thereto; 


4. Now, therefore, the Government of India has resolved to continue the Commission for Economically Backward 
Classes once its term expired on 5th January', 2005 to consider the proposed reservation for EBCs not covered under the

(a) to elicit the views of State Govemments/UTs and other Commissions on the subj ect; 


(b) to suggest criteria for identification of economically backward classes; 


(c) to recommend the welfare measures and quantum of reservation in education and Government Employment in 
consultation with the National Commission for Religious and Linguistic Minorities, 

(d) to suggest the necessary' constitutional, legal and administrative modalities as required for the implementation 
of their recommendations. 


5. The Commission shall consist of a Chairperson, one Member and one Member-Secretary. They shall be persons 
of ability, integrity and standing. 

6. The Commission may adopt its own procedure of working and may visit any part of India as and when considered 
necessary. 

7. The Head quarter ofthe Commission shall be in New Delhi. 

8. The Commission will submit the report of its deliberations and recommendations within a period of 6 months ofthe 
appointment of the Chairperson of the Commission.
